WasnixoroN, Oct. 80.—Waslington 1a
alrred up g it has not beon foyears, It Is a
rare avent for & forolzn Minister to be request-
od to loave his post in such abrupt and unmls-
takable language ns wns addressed to Lord
Backville by President Cleveland’s directlon
to-day, The action of the President has cre-
ated a grent sensation, and it Is safe to say that
not & man‘in the United Btates waa so thor-
oughly surprised as was he who recslved the
sommunication from the Btats Department
Lord Backvllle was utterly dumfounded. and
bas not yeot recovered his equanimity. The
surprise whioh ho feels s even groater than
that experienced by the Republicana here,
They could bardly belleve that the news was
true, but bacoming convinced of its suthenticl-
ty. thoy wers ocompellod to admit that the
President had taken a step that would not only
be applauded by every true American, but that
would add greatly to his chanoes of refilection.
Itis quite probsble that if all the Domocrats
of any prominence were mot out of the city
there would be an impromptu jollifieation meet-
tng held on Pennsylvania avenue, But the
town 1s almost deserted so far as pollticlans
are concerned. The few who happen to be In
town are so utterly astonished at the Presi-
dont’s aotion that they can hardly talk of it In
» mationsl mammer, The streets have been
Nvoller this evening than in many weeks past,
and on every corner and in the lobby of every
hotal groups of mén are gatherod talking about
Grover Olevoland’s  Iatest.” The newspaper
offlces have been crowded ever alnce the news
got out, and everrbody asks the same ques-
tion: " Well, how will this affect tha political
gituntion ?* mnd the question s always an-
swered according to the political bias of the
person awldressed.

Before noon to-day thers was uncertainty
and expectancy everywhere in Washiogtoa,
and, although there were no cutward sigus to
indicate i, there was a general feeling that
when the Cabinet meeting should adjourn
there would be some interesting news. The
White House and the Btate Department were
besleged all day with newspaper eorrespond-
ents, but the Fresident would mot be seen.
Secretary Dayard looked hurried and sald he
bad no sistement to make, and Col
Dan Lamont retired to a down-stairs
foom In tho White House and did
mot evon know that he was back in
Washington, About 13 o'clock lNepressntative
MeMillan came out of the President's room

it ho knew something, but, if be did,
EJ not admit it, elnply saying of his ln-
te that the President would take what-
ever steps were heceBssary to vindiceats the
honor of this Government. At2o'clock, after
the Cabinet meeting. the rumor was amaln
started that something tremendous was in the
alr, and at 3 the note which has since set the
whols world talking was sent to Lord Backville,
Even then the public knew nothing of what
was taking plsce, but a little later Becretary
PBayard anpounced that he would have & state-
ment to make at 4 o'clock. At fifteen minutes
to 6 the crowd of newspaper reporters,who had
boon walting in the Seeretary’s office since 4
o’cluek, recelved coples of the important doou-
ments that had been carefully but rather
hastlly prepared. By that time most people
had gone home to dinner, and It was not untll
Inte In the evening that the mews was sproad
about town that Lord Backville, Envoy Extra-
ordinary and Minlster Flenipotentiary of her
Britannio Majesty to the United Btates, had
been requested to go back to England.

SEURETARY BAYAND'S LETTER TO PRESIDENT
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After Beoretary Bayard hnd pnnmu this
statement he walked over to the White Iouse
and submitted it to the Presldent for his ap-
proval, The Prealdent perused it care-
fully, suggested & [few verbal changes In
the introdustion,.and directad the Hecretary
ol Blate to inform Lord Sackville that
for eauses herelofore mnade known to her
Majesty's Government his continuance in lhis
pregent officlal position in the United States
waa no longer acceptalble to thls Government,
and would consequently be detrimental to the
relations between the two countrles, The Seo-
retary at once communicated the President's
decislon to Lord Sackvllle.

Every Demoarat, when he heard the news,
fairly shouted with joy, and every Hepublican
felt that the Murchison letter had recolled
upon the Republican party, Then visitors Lie-
gan to pull the bell bandles st the doors of
Seoretary Bayard's house on Massachusetts
avenus terrace and atthe Britlsh Legatlon, The
Becretary of State responded, but the English-
man would mot. To every caller word was
sent through an attuehd that the Minister hud
pothing to say: he had safd enough, already.
Secretary Bayard smiled all over when asked
for hia views on the subject, but simply sald
that he had no statement to make beyond thut
made to the Presldent. That told the whole
story, he said, and 1t could not be improved or
altered in any way.

After sending the note to Lord Backville and
before the siatemont of Beorelary Layard was
given to the press, FPreeldent Cleveland drove
out to Oak View and thus excaped the inter-
viewers.

EDNUNDS EVADES AN INTERVIEW,

The only Hepublican of sny importance in
the city was Benater Edmunds, and, strangely
suough, he eould not be seen, Whenever a
caller went to his big bouse on Massachusetts
avenue he waa told that the Senator was at
the Arlington Hotel.

BENATOR MOROAN'S YIRWH,

Bat If fackville and Bayard and Lamont re-
fuse to talk, other gentlemen do mnot, and the
very few public men left in the olty are glad to
tell wnat they think. BSenator Morgan is
pow the most prominent and repre-
sentative Democrat left in Washington.
He has been the revresentative of the
Administration all through the fisheries
troubles, and has been posted an to
all the developments in the present contro-
versy, The Senstor was skting In bhis parlor
this evening preparing to go South to-morrow
when a Bux reporter ecalled to ask him about
his opinfon of the President’s action. Benator
Morgan sald that he was not at all surprised,
although TrE Bun reporter had brought him
the first news of the avent.

*On the very first day,” he sald, “after Mr.
Weost had written this letter I called upon the
Presldent and told him that I thought the
British Government should be seked to recall
him. It Is rather unpecessary for me tosay
that the President was deeply impressed with
the idea,and wasthoroughly disgusted with the
wotion of the Minister, He has not been moved
by political considerations at all in this matter,
bat be felt, as I did, that the dignity of the
country had been grossly affronted by the ac-
tion of the Minister, and he made up his mind
to take radical action in any WAy necessary.

* As for mysell,” eontinued Benator Morgan,
“1have had no Intimate acqualotance with
Lord Sackville, but I have known him person-
ally in s pleasant, soolul way, and I am per-
footly free ta say that 1 never rogarded him as
& man possesalng tho quallfications to fit him
for such a high ofoee as Minister from Eng-
land to the United Btates. In writing
his letter to Murchison he was elther
gullty of great stupidity or of a deslre

to injure the Democratio party and the Cleve-
Il.nd Administration amounting to koavery,
and in whichever way you lock at It his course
was equally gullty snd Indefensible. The
Prosident took only suneh natlon as be should
have taken and a8 he would bave taken had
no elestion been pending, The President
makes up his mind for himself in these mat-
ters.
